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PREFACE. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 

Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1948. 

■The  lack  of  housing  facilities  has  continued  to  be  the  major 
problem  confronting  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  it  has  been 
most  disappointing  to  see  the  slow  progress  with  which  building  on 
the  Park  Hall  Estate  has  proceeded.  When  one  considers  the 
number  of  families  living  in  huts  on  the  Ystrad  Tywi  Estate,  and 
particularly  the  condition  of  the  individual  huts,  and  how  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  repair  them  or  put  them  in  a satisfactory 
condition  for  habitation,  more  than  ever  does  the  slowness  of  the 
building  progress  give  cause  for  grave  concern. 

I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  urgent  and  desparate  need  for 
houses,  .and  trust  the  members  of  the  Council  will  once  more  con- 
sider the  possibility  of  some  form  of  prefabrication  which  will 
undoubtedly  result  in  the  speedier  erection  of  houses. 

On  5th  July,  1948,  the  functions  exercised  by  the  B trough  Council 
as  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  were  transferred  to  the 
County  Council.  This  transference  has  not  resulted  in  any  less 
service  being  given  to  the  mothers  and  children  living  in  the  Borough- 

July,  1948,  saw  the  advent  of  the  new  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946.  At  the  outset,  and  no  doubt  for  some  little  time  “ teeth- 
ing troubles  ” are  bound  to  occur.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the 
co-operation  of  all  who  have  to  administer  the  Service,  including 
the  members  of  the  community  who  will  receive  this  service  these 
troubles  will  soon  be  overcome  and  a Health  Service  of  infinite 
benefit  to  the  nation’s  health  will  be  built  up. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen,  Urban  District  Authority  is  comprised  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is  largely 
rural,  but  is  becoming  increasingly  urbanised. 

I Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

f The  estimated  population  made  by  the  Registrar-General  for 
mid-year  1948  was  12,490  and  for  1947  it  was  10,190.  The  number 
of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate 
Book  is  3,178.  The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  £63,461,  and 
the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £256. 

Social  Conditions. 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough  ; it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  is  an  agricultural  centre.  Due  to  its 
geographical  situation,  it  is  the  hub  of  the  county  and  an  important 
centre,  especially  from  a road  communication  point  of  view.  Further- 
more, it  has  become  the  main  agricultural  marketing  centre  for 
West  Wales.  Its  cattle  marts  are  becoming  famous  throughout 
the  Country,  and  many  dealers  from  all  parts  are  constant  visitors 
to  them. 

There  has  been  no  special  industrial  development  during  the  year. 
The  Dried  Milk  Products  have  a large  factory  established  within  the 
Borough  boundary,  and  this  factory  receives  on  an  average  40,000 
gallons  of.  milk  daily.  For  4 months  of  the  year  this  milk  is  manu- 
factured into  the  Dried  Milk  Products  and  for  the  other  8 months 
it  is  transported  to  London  as  liquid  milk. 

The  main  occupations  are  associated  with  agriculture,  the  railway, 
shop  assistants.  Clerical  work,  garage  workers  and  commercial 
travellers.  There  are  a few  mine  workers  living  in  the  Borough

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 


^^aboratory  Facilities. 


The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  still  continues 
to  function  in  the  Borough.  It  provides  both  a Bacteriological  and 
Pathological  Service,  and  continues  to  play  a most  important  part 
in  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Carmarthen  Borough  Division  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
continued  its  Ambulance  Service  up  to  the  advent  of  the  new 
National  Health  Service  Act  in  July,  1948,  when  the  Service  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

I should  like  to  pay  my  final  tribute  to  the  members  of  the  Division 
who  so  willingly  gave  their  services  voluntarily  to  maintain  an 
Ambulance  Service.  The  standard  of  their  work  and  the  efficiency, 
keeness  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  maintained  this  Service 
cannot  easily  be  forgotten. 

I trust  that  the  new  organisation  will  maintain  the  high  standard 
set  up  by  these  voluntary  workers.  Once  again  to  them  I say 
“ Thank  you,  it  was  a'job  well  done.’'' 


Hospital  Accommodation. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  infectious  diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  since  the  advent  of  the  National  Heath  Service  Act,  in 
July,  1948. 

Maternity. 

The  Borough  Maternity  Scheme  came  to  an  end  on  the  advent 
of  the  National  Heath  Service  Act  in  July,  1948,  the  functions  being 
transferred  to  the  County  Council,  with  the  exception  that  the 
Maternity  Wing  at  the  County  Infirmary,  Carmarthen,  came  under 
the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  This  latter  arrange- 
ment did  not  appear  to  work  as  smoothly  as  when  the  Borough 
had  control  of  two  beds  in  the  Maternity  Wing,  and  at  times  it  was 
most  difficult  to  obtain  a hospital  bed  for  a patient. 
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Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  in  July,  1948* 
the  functions  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  have  been,  transferred 
to  the  County  Council.  I am  glad  to  state  that  the  Ladies  Com- 
mitte  whose  work  at  the  Clinic  is  no  mean  contribution  to  its 
success  are  continuing  to  function  under  the  new  Authority.  ( 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Disease.  There  are  no  clinics  in  the  Borough,  the 
nearest  being  at  Llanelly.  The  Hospital  Management  Committee 
is  responsible  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  patients  unable  to 
afford  them.

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infantile  Paralysis. 

During  the  year  1 female  and  3 male  cases  were  notified  as  suffer 
ing  from  this  disease.  Of  the  four  cases,  one  was  under  3 years  of 
age,  two  were  over  25  years,  and  one  whose  age  was  unknown. 

All  these  patients  were  isolated  in  Hospital  and  the  majority  made 
complete  recovery. 

The  female  case  of  Polio-encephalitis  occurred  at  the  St.  David’s 
Hospital,  this  case  died.  This  death  is  not  recorded  in  the  list  of 
Borough  Deaths  as  the  patient  was  resident  outside  the  Borough.

The  question  of  Tuberculosis  is  unfortunately  bound  up  with  the 
Housing  conditions  (in  far  too  many  cases  deplorable)  under  which 
the  persons  effected  live.  Frequently,  these  persons  have  to 
return  to  most  deplorable  conditions  after  treatment  in  hospital, 
and  any  good  the  persons  derive  from  their  treatment  is  quickly 
outdone  by  the  conditions  they  return  to.
